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VBT Police 
arrest Coskie 
for murder

Kenneth William Coskie, 73, of Van 
Buren Township has been charged with 
first-degree, premeditated murder, felony 
firearm, and habitual offender in the 

aa a | shooting death of Eric 
| Williams, 44, also of 
VBT. 

Coskie was arraigned 
before Judge David 
M. Parrott on Friday 
afternoon at the 34% 
District Court in 

Coskie Romulus. 

He is being held on $1 million cash 
bond and is scheduled to appear before 
Judge Brian A. Oakley for a preliminary 
(probable-cause) exam at 9 a.m. April 23 
at 34" District Court. 

In a press release issued Thursday, VBT 
Police Lt. Kenneth Floro said at 7:54 p.m., 
Wednesday, April 9, VBT police were 
dispatched to 49170 Michigan Avenue for 
a report of shots fired. 

While searching the residence and the 
area immediately surrounding the property, 
police officers found Williams lying on the 
ground with a severe injury to his abdomen 
and chest. He was not breathing, did not 
have a pulse, and was deceased from an 
apparent gunshot wound, Lt. Floro said in 
the release. 

VBT police secured the area and 
started an investigation to secure possible 
witnesses and preserve evidence. The 
VBT Investigative Division and Evidence 
Technician Team responded to the scene to 
assume control of the investigation. 

During the course of the investigation, 
police detained Coskie for questioning and 
later charged him with the murder. 
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VBT does prescribed burn at Riggs Park 


On March 31 Van Buren Township 
Parks and Recreation conducted its first 
prescribed burn at Riggs Heritage Park on 
Martinsville Road. 

The park, which was constructed in 
2008, consists of walking paths, a pavilion, 
parking lot, open spaces, restrooms and 
about acres acres of prairie habitat. 

Deputy Director of VBT Parks and 
Recreation Jennifer Zaenglein explains. 

She said prescription burning is used 
for a variety of reasons. One of the most 
notable benefits is to maintain the health of 
an existing natural area containing native 
plants. The fire helps manage weeds and 
other growth and thus helps to reduce the 
risk of wildfires, but it also can help restore 
nutrients and help lead to more desirable 
plant growth in the future. 
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The park boasts prairie plants, including 
big bluestem grass which grows to a height 
of eight feet and wildflowers from the 
delicate partridge pea to the giant prairie 
dock which reaches a height of ten feet. 

Already the bare earth at Riggs Park is 
transforming from a charred landscape to 


new life. Green sprouts and flower buds 
are emerging from the ashes, much like a 
phoenix ready to thrive once again. 

“We hope that you take time to visit 
Riggs Park this spring and enjoy watching 
the changes as spring finally reaches Van 
Buren Township,” Zaenglein said. 


Thomas White bound over to 
circuit court on 20 felonies

After seven months of postponements, 
Van Buren Township disbarred attorney 
Thomas White, 46, will be heading to circuit 
court at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
in Detroit on April 23 for an arraignment 
on the information on 20 felony charges. 

There are two separate cases against 
White. In the first case, filed in September, 
White is charged with five felonies against 
Judith Jordan of Belleville and her late 


husband Leland. 

In the second case, filed in December, 
White is accused of one count of 
conducting a criminal enterprise, 15 
counts of embezzlement, two counts of 
identity theft, one count each of larceny by 
conversion and uttering and publishing. 

White is now accused of stealing more 
than $11 million from the victims in these 
two cases.

Just prior to White’s April 9 preliminary 
exam in the 34" District courtroom of 
Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green courtroom, 
Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Daniel 
Joseph Williams spoke to about a dozen 
victims that came to court to be available 
in case they were needed to tosti: 

To the victims, 
Williams said, if 
the cases go to trial, 
victims will be allowed 
to speak and would also 
be allowed to speak at 
sentencing. | 
Williams also indicated 
that he would like to 


White 
see restitution that started with six figures. 
Adding, if White is in prison, he will not be 
able to work and make restitution. 

White’s attorney Michael Vincent spoke 


for White, asking the scheduled two 
probable-cause exams be waived, which 
allowed Judge Green to bind him over 
to the 3" Circuit Court at Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice. She continued his personal 
recognizance bond. 

If White wanted to hold his preliminary 
exams the court expected them to last three 
days. 

(Frank Murphy Hall of Justice is located 
at 1441 St. Antoine, in Detroit. There 
is parking at Old St. Mary’s Church 
at a cost of $5 on days with no Tiger 
games. Cellphones are not allowed in the 
courthouse.) 

White’s Bankruptcy 

In addition to Whites’ 2012 Ford Escape 
leased from Atchinson Ford, Ford Motor 
Credit is in the process of repossessing a 
leased 2012 Ford Fusion and a leased 2012 
Ford F-150 truck. White hasn’t made lease 
payments on the vehicles since July 2013. 

In court documents, an attorney for Ford 
Motor Credit stated that once the vehicles 
had been removed from the bankruptcy 
case White would have minimal motivation 
to insure, preserve or repair the vehicles 
and Ford wanted to proceed to take 
possession. 

Teetering on eviction 

Time ran out for White following a Jan. 
16, court-ordered, pay-to-stay agreement 
for his Van Buren Township home on 
Savage Road. 

White and his then-wife Heather entered 
into a land contract in 2006 with Robert 
and Gloria Coppock for the $360,000 
home. But last summer the Whites stopped 
making payments to the Coppocks. 

At 34" District Court White agreed to 
pay the Coppocks $36,355 by 4 p.m. April 
14 for back land contract payments and 
unpaid taxes, but he paid nothing. 

As the April 14 date approached, trucks 
and trailers and cars were at the White 


home, moving out possessions. 

About 9 a.m. Tuesday, April 15, White 
called Coppock and they met at the house, 
where White turned over the keys to 
Coppock and apologized profusely. 

Coppock said the house has been lived in 
but is in “relatively not bad shape.” 

White was due to be evicted by the court 
this week if he didn’t pay as he agreed to. 


Court Watching: 
Javon Ellis sentenced to 


220 months in federal 
prison on gun charges

The final defendant in the Denton 2011- 
12 subdivision home invasions has been 
sentenced and the case is finally closed. 

On April 1, Javon Franklin Ellis was 
sentenced to 220 months (more than 18 
years) in federal prison by U.S. District 
Court Judge Denise Page Hood. His 
sentencing had been postponed from the 
Dec. 19, March 4 and March 25 dates 
previously set. 

Van Buren Township Police Lt. Charles 
Bazzy said Thomas Johnson never would 
take responsibility for the home invasions, 
but the fact that they abruptly stopped once 
he was in custody speaks for itself. 

“I have to give special thanks to Special 
Agent Jason Cox from the Bureau of 
Alcohol Tobacco and Firearms (BATF) and 
Assistant United States Attorney Stephanie 
Hays,” said Lt. Bazzy. “They did a fantastic 
job seeing that three career criminals were 
brought to justice in this case.” 

Lt. Bazzy said Ellis refused a plea 
agreement and demanded a trial in federal 
court. A jury trial began on Aug. 19, before 
Judge Hood in Detroit. 

On Aug. 22, the case went to the jury. 
The jury deliberated for about 1% hours 
before returning with a guilty verdict on 
all counts: felon in possession of a firearm, 
armed career criminal, and possession with 
intent to distribute marijuana. 

Ellis was the person who was accused 
of buying a Colt .45 with laser sight after 
it was stolen in Van Buren Township Jan. 
27, 2012. 

Ellis was in the company of two other 
felons when he was arrested July 2, 2012 
by Eastern Michigan University Police on 
charges of possession of marijuana and 
possession of the stolen handgun. 

The felons with Ellis were Thomas 
Michael Johnson, 52, and Sheldon Willie- 
Earl Brummette, 28, both of whom accepted 
felony plea agreements for possession of 
a firearm. Johnson was sentenced to 120 
months (10 years) in federal prison and 
Brummette was sentenced to 108 months 
(nine years).

Timothy King is on 
mission: Memorial 
at Willow Run 


Timothy King of Ypsilanti Township 
is ON a mission to put up a monument to 
honor those who worked at the Willow 
Run Bomber Plant in WWII — and to honor 
the B-24 bomber that helped win the war. 

The idea naturally welled up within King 
as he thought of his great uncle who he said 
ran the Bomber Plant for Henry Ford and 
his grandmother who served as a Rosie the 
Riveter there. 

He said the Willow Run Tea Party Caucus 
passed a proclamation on March 18 
supporting the idea. He is collecting names 
on a petition — he has 250 so far — asking 
the governor to provide state funds to build 
a memorial to honor the B-24 Liberator 
bomber and the people who made ti. 

He said Democrats and Republicans are 
working together on this and a steering 
committee will be set up. 

King presented his project to the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees at its 
regular meeting Tuesday, asking for its 
support. But, when he got to the part where 
the Tea Party endorsed it, several board 
members actually turned away from him.

King is disappointed, but undeterred, 
insisting his project is not political.

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On Monday morning, the 60 mph winds 
in Sumpter Township knocked down trees 
in Holiday Woods mobile home park on 
Martinsville Road and the trees hit power 
lines and there were several fires.

Sumpter Township called in Van Buren 
Township and the City of Belleville fire 
departments to help.

“It’s not invincible,” Chief Loranger said 
of the Hummer that was acquired without 
charge from the federal government. “It 
did quite well before they got stuck.” 

The fires were extinguished and they 
cleared the scene. Chief Loranger said 
there was no damage to the Hummer and 
the fire fighters drove it back to Belleville 
where they hosed off the mud and put it 
back into service. The driver’s name wasn’t 
released.

When I have encountered dilemmas 
throughout my life, I often turn to the great 
minds of the past to see how they would 
have handled a similar situation. So, in a 
recent Independent letter, I quoted Thomas 
Jefferson because I thought he would have 
insight into why a person would be so 
against supporting a library that would so 
obviously be an asset to our community. 

He would surely be able to explain 
that level of selfishness. But he couldn’t. 
Instead, Thomas Jefferson and Carl Sagan 
and thousands of other great men and 
women wrote of their profound love and 
reverence for libraries. 

After all, what remains of past civilizations 

but their art, architecture and literature? 
We are just temporary stewards of these 
things. 

In my letter, I said that Thomas Jefferson 
referred to the small expense of libraries. 
I believe he meant in relation to the good 
they would do, not to the amount of money 
they would actually cost. 

But Mr. Anton, who opposes our 
library, obviously is not interested in the 
greater good, just his good and his alone. 
Mr. Anton says that people don’t need 
an improved library because they have 
iPhones and iPads and Kindles but these 
are only available to those with the money 
to afford them. And anyone who loves 


books will tell you; a Kindle is not a book. 

We are not back in Thomas Jefferson’s 
day.

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VBT resident donates $6 million to benefit thyroid cancer research 


Jim Wigginton of Van Buren Township 
has given $6 million to support the 
Punya Thyroid Cancer Endowed Fund 
and establish the Nancy Wigginton 
Professorships of Thyroid Cancer. 

Wigginton had previously established 
the Punya Thyroid Cancer Endowed Fund 
for the benefit of thyroid cancer clinical 
research at the University of Michigan 
Comprehensive Cancer Center in August 
2013 with a gift of $1 million. 

Since then, he has donated another 
$5 million to establish two endowed 
professorships in memory of Nancy 
Wigginton. The combined $6 million is the 
largest gift to thyroid cancer research at the 
University of Michigan. 

Wigginton is making the gift in honor of 
his late wife, Nancy Punya Wigginton, who 
was cared for by Frank Worden, M.D., and 
Megan Haymart, M.D. This gift recognizes 
their advances in thyroid cancer research 
and their outstanding patient care. 

“The incidence of thyroid cancer has 
tripled over the past 30 years,’ Haymart 
said. “Today, thyroid cancer is the eighth 
most common cancer in the United 
States and the fifth most common cancer 
in women. While most patients have an 
excellent prognosis, some patients with 
distant metastases, do poorly, especially if 
over age 45.” 

Despite being an increasingly common 
cancer, a lack of funding has led to a 
scarcity in high-quality clinical research in 
thyroid cancer. Worden and Haymart agree 
there is a great need for thyroid cancer 
research in order to advance the field to 
improve patient care. 

“In addition to being an increasingly 
common cancer, a diagnosis of thyroid 
cancer is often associated with a worsening 
quality of life, increased patient costs, and 
occasionally treatment complications,” 
Worden says. 

Worden and Haymart envision the 
Punya Thyroid Cancer Endowed Fund as 
a comprehensive, collaborative clinical 
research program that will incorporate both 
health services research and clinical trials. 

Haymart is an endocrinologist and lead 
for thyroid cancer health services research 
at the University of Michigan. For the past

several years, Haymart and colleagues have 
been actively exploring the implications of 
the thyroid cancer epidemic. 

“Thyroid cancer remains understudied. 
Research exploring the rise in thyroid 
cancer incidence and the implications 
of a thyroid cancer diagnosis, including 
survival and treatment complications, will 
benefit future thyroid cancer patients. 


“Through collaborations among 
endocrinologists, oncologists, surgeons, 
biostatisticians, health economists, 


epidemiologists and survey methodologists, 
we hope to obtain a comprehensive 
understanding of the current standard of care 
for thyroid cancer patients with goals for 
improved care and better communication,” 
Haymart said. 

Worden, the leader of clinical trials 
for thyroid cancer at the University of 
Michigan, has conducted clinical trials 
for thyroid cancers for over a decade. 
He is interested in developing treatment 
protocols with novel therapeutics in 
patients with advanced thyroid cancers in 
the metastatic setting. 

“It is important for patients with 
advanced thyroid cancer to have treatment 
options readily available to them and to 
have a team of caregivers who are trained 
to manage these complex patients. Only 
through trials with novel agents can we 
improve survival.

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District Library Board sets special meeting to approve operating mill 


By Rosemary K. Otzman 
Independent Editor 
The Belleville Area District Library 
Board set a special meeting for 7:30 p.m., 
April 22, to certify ballot language for the 
Aug. 5 election. 

Ballot language has to be certified and 
submitted by 4 p.m. May 13 in order to be 
on the Aug. 5 ballot. 

At its April 8 regular meeting, the board 
couldn’t decide on how long to levy a 
proposed 1 mill addition to the operating 
millage to run the proposed 45,000 square- 
foot library, so it will consider the options 
and vote on it at the special meeting. 

When board members agreed to set the 
meeting, architect Dan Whisler suggested 
it be held at the Sumpter Township 
Community Center, where the branch 
library is proposed to be. 

They decided to give the township board 
time to finish its 6:30 p.m. regular meeting 
across Sumpter Road at the township hall, 
so board members and the public could 
attend the library meeting. 

(On April 15, the library board sent out an 
email saying the 7:30 p.m. April 22 special 
meeting location has been confirmed as the 
Sumpter Community Center.) 

The board has already approved asking 
the voters of Belleville, Sumpter and Van 
Buren to approve bonds of $19,094,863 
to construct the new library, renovate the

Sumpter Community Center wing for a 
branch, and pay financing fees. 

This would take a 20-year tax of 1.08 
mills the first year and an average of 0.96 
mill the rest of the years. 

(1.08 mill is a tax of $1.08 on each $1,000 
of taxable valuation of property and 0.96 
mill is $0.96 tax on each $1,000 of taxable 
valuation of property.) 

In addition, the board unanimously 
approved, in a roll-call vote, putting the 
1 mill of tax for operational purposes on 
the Aug. 5 ballot, as recommended by the 
finance committee. 

This 1 mill would be added to the .7 
mill property owners already voted to 
pay for operation of the present library in 
Belleville. 

The proposed ballot language presented to 
the board will be altered to add how much 
of the taxes is captured by the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority and 
the Van Buren Township DDA and Local 
Development Finance Authority (LDFA). 

These authorities captured $85,308 from 
the library millage in 2013-14. 

The proposed ballot language set eight 
years, from 2014 to 2021, inclusive, to 
collect the 1 mill. That would have the 1 
mill expiring at the same time as the 0.7 
mill which was approved by voters in 2010 
for 12 years.

Proposed 2014-15 budget 

At its April 8 meeting, a proposed 
budget for the 2014-15 fiscal year was also 
presented to the board. In May, the board 
will set a public hearing on the budget 
before its adoption. 

The approved expenditures for the 2013- 
14 budget were $957,400 and expenditures 
rise to $2,172,582 for the 2014-15 proposed 
budget. 

The new budget has $290,000 for 
books, materials, and acquisition services; 
$966,808 for salaries; $323,774 for benefits 
and FICA; and $156,000 for contracted 
services. 

It estimates the DDAs and LDFA 
would capture $208,233 from the library 
operational tax. 

Recycling bin 

Board member John Juriga reported that 
First United Methodist Church, across 
Charles Street from the library, will be 
removing its paper recycling bin because 
it is redoing its parking lot. Juriga said the 
library uses that bin to recycle paper. 

Juriga said Van Buren Township 
Supervisor Linda Combs is having the bin 
moved next to the former VBT fire hall 
across Fourth Street from the library. 

Physical model of library? 

Board member Michael Boelter asked 
architect Whisler to come up with an 
estimate for a physical model of the 
proposed library building. 

Whisler said he already knows the cost 
because of another project his firm is 
doing. He said it would cost about $5,000 
and take five weeks to put together. 

Budget question 

Barbara Rogalle Miller, a Belleville 
attorney, asked from the audience about 
the $32,484.28 expenditure on the check 
register being approved to Penchansky 
Whisler Architects for professional design 
services. 

Miller asked if this expenditure would be 
repaid from bond funds if voters approve 
the bond and she was told by Deputy 
Library Director Mary Jo Suchy, that it 
would probably not be repaid from the

In the 34" District Court courtroom of 
Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green on April

Wayne RESA to put aregional enhancement 
millage proposal to the electors at the state 
primary election. 

This is permitted by the Michigan School 
Code of 1976, as amended, if approved by 
a majority of the voters in the intermediate 
school district. In this area the intermediate 
school district is the Wayne County 
Regional Educational Service Agency: 
Wayne RESA. 

The 2 mills are expected to raise $80 
million when first levied in 2014 and will 
be divided among the 33 school districts 
in Wayne County based on the number of 
students. 

Van Buren Public Schools is expected to 
get about $1.9 million of the total per year. 

Supt. Van Tassel said it would be only fair 
to let the voters know in advance what the 
district is going to do with the enhancement 
funds and that will be worked out over the 
next weeks so it can be presented before 
the election. 

“It’s not free money,” Van Tassel 
stressed. “We must remember it’s actually 
coming out of the taxpayers’ pockets in our 
district.” 

“Its on the August ballot, just like 
the library questions,” said board Vice- 
President Martha Toth. “I sure would hate 
to put us in competition with them.” 

“I don’t think we should shy away,” said 
Treasurer Sherry Frazier. “I want a library 
... but if it [the enhancement millage] did 
go through it would help the children in the 
whole community.”

Kullis and Green will get $110,000 for 
the 2014-15 school year and $113,300 (3% 
step increase) for the 2015-16 school year. 

Williams will get $90,000 for the 2014- 
15 school year, with $92,700 (3% step 
increase) for 2015-16. 

Van Tassel said the salaries of cabinet 
members have been stagnant for many 
years and he had compared their salaries 
with other districts and found the VBPS 
salaries considerably lower.
